2, B/feo has never been Informed of ary necessity for CIA to 
footnote its intelligence production, either current Intelligence, 
etaff studies or Rational Intell ige n c e . It would be extremely dif- 
fte»g.t to determine two months after the publication of % study the 
precise sources used in the paper since individual words and phrases 
were not "lifted* from individual reports. Rather 0/m production 
is a composite picture derived from many sources* It should be pointed 
oat that portions of the FEC Daily Intelligence Summary’s coverage on 
Korea cos©s from CIA sources. If the practice of footnoting were 
tttuted, CIA would be' faced with the problem of whether to- credit 
tfee ori ginal or secondary source.

It w®t be pointed out, however, that the problem docs not arise in 
tm production of fflditiBftlai - If the FBI's position were to be 
adhered to categorically all estimates, even Rational Intelligence 
Estimates, would require credit footnoting. 

4* Relative to the footnote on coordination, CIA estimates 
utilise all available information and all feasible working level 
eoeroination, consultation and agreement is effected in every case. 
This normal procedure was followed in the preparation of IK-326. 

The footnote in question is a standard one and merely indicated that 
the IAC Agencies concerned had not taken formal coordinating action 
ea the estimate as a whole and did not imply any lack of working 
level consultation or inter-agency exchange of information. 
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
